weeks of the survey, Hillman 
said he began to receive re¬ 
sponses from people as far 
away as Calgary. 

"In approximately the third 
week of the survey, members 
of some groups took it upon 
themselves to come into our 
store and pick up a survey 
form and photocopy it a hun¬ 
dred times or so, pass it out 
at their meetings, and have 
all their members sign them.” 

Along with the opinions 
against the adult movies, 
some of the response forms 
also included personal at 
tacks against Hillman and 
his chain of video stores. 

"I guess most of all I am 
really disappointed that this 
kind ofthing had to happen,” 
said local pastorTom Hilchie 
who publieally stood against 
the availability of the movies 
in Didsbury. “I regret the re¬ 
sponse of some people that 
led to personal attacks. I 
think that was an inappro¬ 
priate means for these peo¬ 
ple to communicate their 
views. I didn’t want to be 
combative, I think we were 
just trying to do what is best 
in our community.” 

Hilchie said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the decision to 
allow the movies to remain i n 
the Didsbury store, but said 
he understood the business 
choice Hillman had made.. 

“He argues for the people’s 
right to choose, and I guess 
that makes sense, but por¬

The controversy over the 
inclusion of adult-rated vid¬ 
eos in a local store has ended 
with the decision to keep the 
movies. 

In a letter to the editor this 
week. Video View owner 
Gordon Hillman stated his 
intention to keep the movies 
as they are in his new Dids¬ 
bury store despite efforts by 
local interest groups to have 
them removed. 

The movies will remain in 
our adult room, behind 
closed doors," Hillman said 
in the letter. "This appears to 
be the choice of approxi¬ 
mately 80 percent of our regu¬ 
lar customers." 

The decision to keep the 
movies came after Hillman 
conducted a survey on pub¬ 
lic opinion on inclusion of 
the movies in his store. 
Hillman had a photocopied 
survey form in the store for 
distribution to regular cus¬ 
tomers asking their opinion 
on the availability of the 
movies. Hillman said most of 
the responses from regular 
customers showed a strong 
opinion that the movies 
should remain. 

The survey was conducted 
after complaints were raised 
by some residents about the 
movies shortly after the new 
Video View store was opened 
this spring. After several

The new house is so close to the old house that we can't 
build the south deck until the old house comes down. The old 
house looms large and yellow in the windows of the new and 
completely obliterates our view of the garden and the lovely 
fields and trees beyond. There was never any question about 
whether or not the old house had to come down but still 
people say things like, "don’t tear down the old house, it must 
be so full of memories couldn’t you fix it up and rent it or 
something." "Don't you feel terrible about tearing down the 
old house, doesn't it Just break your heart?” "I suppose there 
will be a lot of tears when the old house comes down." 

I have begun to wonder if there is something wrong with 
me. Why am 1 so imperturbable about the destruction of the 
walls that echoed with my children's laughter, the room 
where my husband was bom, the floors little feet pattered 
upon and the windows that spilled welcome light onto snowy 
Christmas Eves? Am 1 an unnatural and rotten wife and 
mother? Am I missing a sentiment gene? Have I a heart like 
the Grtnch that's 3 sizes too small? 

When we pulled the built in china cabinet from the old 
house we discovered a lot of graffiti on the wall behind it. Most 
of it was kid stufT, "a curse will fall upon the person who 
destroys this wall, his face will turn purple and his teeth will 
fall out." There were drawings of cars and tractors and 
cartoons and some stuff about Science Fair and there was 
some mushy stuff too. 1 had written that of course; my 
husband wouldn't do anything so undignified. Also in my 
handwriting it says, "Ralph Olson built this china cabinet 
under duress. Dee. 1971." Did all this sentiment and all these 
memories send me weeping to the bathroom in the new 
house? No. So is there something wrong with my emotional 
development? Am I suppressing feelings that will later mani¬ 
fest themselves in anti-social acts? Bunk. 

The china cabinet is here in the new house in the spot we 
measured and designed for it. The door frame from the 
kitchen that has all the kids measurements and growth 
records is downstairs on a door in the playroom. Part of the 
old kitchen cabinets that Grandpa Olson made form the base 
of the new workbench in the basement, recycled shelves are 
everywhere and most of the downstairs carpet came from the 
old house. If memories and emotions are stored in "things" 
maybe they came over here in the 3 butter chums, 2 cream 
cans, 2 egg crates, 600 old letters and 17 scrapbooks. Maybe 
they are in the boxes of snapshots that I will sort and file 
someday. Maybe there are in the baby clothes in the cedar 
chest, the quilt s my mom made, the crocheted tablecloth from 
MomOlson, Kirsten’sblanketbox and doll eradlethat Grandpa 
Johnston made, or her doll house and toy chest made by 
Grandpa Olson. Maybe they are in the family furniture and 
photographs, books and dishes. 

It helps that we intend to keep part of Dad Olson's hand¬ 
made stone foundation as the basis of a rockery and it helps 
that Doug and Bonnie Blots, the great young couple that are 
de-const ruet ing f he old house are planning to build on to their 
place with the recycled materials. It’s very nice to know that 
parts of our happy old house will form part of a happy new one 
and that the footsteps and laughter of 4 bright and beautiful 
boys - Marty, Michael, Brad and Kurt, will warm walls and 
floors made from our old house. 

It also helps that I love the new house, I want the deck 
finished, I want the view back and I haven’t seen a spider or 
a mouse since I got here.

Town council notes

Town council has sent a re¬ 
quest for a by-law outlawing 
poplar trees to the public works 
committee for recommendation. 

The request, made by local 
resident ClttTHowte. asks coun¬ 
cil to consider getting rid of what 
he believes are female poplar 
trees which shed vast amounts 
of pollen every summer. 

“I'm wondering If the few peo¬ 
ple In town with the, I believe, 
female poplar trees have the 
right to make the majority of us 
ratepayers suffer." Howie said 
In a letter to council. “I'm won¬ 
dering If It could be put In budget 
for next year after letting the 
ratepayers know what your 
plans are.” 

Howie requested that the 
town consider cutting trees 
down for free for one year and 
then draft a by-law which would 
force property owners to cut 
down their own trees. 

The public works committee 
will research the request and 
then return to council with a 
recommendation. 

Crime statistics recently re¬ 
leased by the Dldsbury RCMP 
detachment show that Dldsbury 
Is still a safe place to live. 

The statistics, reported to 
town council at their last meet¬ 
ing. show a slight Increase In 
some criminal ofTenccs but also 
a decrease In property related 
offences. 

The statistics show t hat break 
and enter occurrences aredown 
slightly over last year, especially 
In business property offences 
which Is down 25 percent. Of¬ 
fences are also down In shoplift¬ 
ing, frauds, trespassing and bi¬ 
cycle theft. 

Areas that have shown an 


County council has turned 
down a request by town council 
for the purchase of the land 
adjacent to the Dldsbury High 
School. 

Council had requested the 
county sell the land to help com¬ 
plete development of the resi¬ 
dential area around the old 
swimming pool land. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said council had wanted 
to Include a park In the residen¬ 
tial development as had been 
requested by local residents but 
felt a green space would be more 
appropriate at the east end of 
the development rather than In 
the middle between proposed 
development on the east side 
and existing development In the 
west. 

But county council turned 
down the request on behalf of 
the school board who felt the 
park should remain property of 
the school system. 

As a result, council plans to 
proceed with the original plan to 
allow 4 residential developments 
on the land where the swim¬ 
ming pool stood. 

Hanna has taken up the 
gauntlet raised by Dldsbury for 
a Read-In Day challenge. 

Hanna responded tothechal- 
lenge last week, after Dldsbury 
Issued the challenge In late May. 

The challenge to Hanna will 
see which town records the high¬ 
est number of readers per capita 
for the Read-In challenge which 
will be held September 10. 

More details will be made 
available at a later date. 

The Town of Dldsbury Is anx¬ 
iously waiting news from the 
Main Street Alberta Board to 
see If any new community 


projects will be accepted this 
year. 

Town Economic Development 
Officer Gary Trlppel said more 
main Street projects are being 
considered by the board, and If 
money Is available, the Joint 
application made by Dldsbury 
and Olds will be considered. 

If the Joint application Is ac¬ 
cepted. Dldsbury may begin a 
Main Street Alberta program as 
early as this fall. 

The Dldsbury Court of Revi¬ 
sion was held June 10 with 
members of town council and 
Alberta Municipal Affairs con¬ 
sidering application by local 
property owners on repeal of 
their tax assessments. 

In total, 27 appeals were con¬ 
sidered by the Court. 

In most cases, appeals were 
denied by the court, based on 
assessment Information given 
by Municipal Affairs. Fifteen ap¬ 
peals were granted by the court. 
amending tax assessment based 
generally on assessment errors 
made by assessors concerning 
Improvements to most land. 

Court ofRevislon Is held every 
year after tax notices are mailed 
to allow rate payers to appeal 
their tax notice based on the 
property assessment.

Practising deception 

In a town where the moral minority tends to have the 
loudest and generally the last word, it was extremely 
brave for Video View to take a stand so strongly against 
the wishes of that minority and continue to offer adult 
movies for rent. 

This is an issue with very strong feelings on both sides 
of the issue, but not necessarily on diametric wave¬ 
lengths. In this case, no one wished to see brutality and 
violence waged, nor, hopefully, did anyone want to see 
a business go under. In fact the arguments were made 
on differing issues all together despite the fact of only 
one incidence. 

The real argument was over censorship on one side 
and over the effects of pornography on the other. A 
business, and many patrons of that business, argued 
what was legal under the Canadian judicial system 
should be left up to the discretion of consenting adults. 

The opposite side argued against the morality of the 
existence of the videos in the first place. 

In the latter case, the fight did not belong in the 
auspices of a business in Didsbury, it belonged in the 
legislative process where laws are made and unmade. 

Those against the videos pointed out a possible link 
between pornography and violence against women. 

Such may be the case, and more and more research is 
being made into the subject. But even so, when it is legal 
to sell such videos, based on the judgement of our 
esteemed judicial system, it is inappropriate to try and 
change that in one town only, in one video store only. It 
is like those arguing against the availability of the video 
do not care what happens outside their own town. But 
surprise, videos such as these can be and have been 
rented by people in this town long before Video View 
opened its doors. 

As well, if violence and pornography are related, there 
are no invisible boundaries which keep an offender from 
another centre from offending here. 

It is useless to vent anger over the legality of adult 
videos on one store owner, just as it is useless to vent 
anger over shootings on the gun store. This is an issue 
of greater magnitude than just one store in one town. W/alsh hlStOV y Wanted 
Don’t boycott the store over the national issue. Take up 
the gauntlet with your Member of Parliament. Write 
letters to the Minister of Justice. If feelings run that 
strongly over this issue, don’t pretend the problem ends 
once they are out of your town.

Dear Editor: 

As you are no doubt aware, 
the question of adult movies In 
our store In Dldsbury has cre¬ 
ated quite a controversy In your 
town. Video View Is a family 
owned and operated business. 
As such, we try to run the best 
possible stores we can. Th Is docs 
not mean that our family agrees 
with everything In the video 
business (In this case adult 
movies) any more than a phar¬ 
macist uses or agrees with every 
medication he dispenses or that 
a ear dealer agrees with or drives 
every unit he offers for sale. To 
bring It even closer to home. I'm 
sure that you as an editor of a 
small town newspaper do not 
agree with everything that Is 
printed In your newspaper but 
you certainly try to offer every¬ 
thing you think your readers 
may want. Certainly everything 
you print Is not wanted by eve¬ 
ryone. but If you did not have 
customers reading It. you would 
not print It. 

When any person enters any 
business. If they are going to be 
successful, they must offer as 
wide a selection of services to 
their customers as possible. Our 
decision tocarry adult movies Is 
based on our desire to ofTer to as 
many customers as possible, 
what they want to watch. Just 
because a person does not care 
for horror movies does not mean 
that this same person would 
suggest that we should quit car¬ 
rying horror movies and only 
carry the comedy movies they 
like. I think everyone would 
agree that this would be unreal¬ 
istic. If you don’t like horror 
movies, you Just don't rent them. 


You don't suggest that no one 
else should have the choice of 
renting them Just because you 
don't care for them. We feel we 
have to take the same approach 
with adult movies. 1 know we 
are going to hear an outcrying of 
how wrong everything 1 am say¬ 
ing Is and that these 
comparables Just do not apply. 
I realize they may not apply but 
I am only using them to try to 
explain our position. 

When the Issue of adult mov¬ 
ies first arose In Dldsbury. I 
advised that I would take a sur¬ 
vey of our customers to deter¬ 
mine what their wishes were. As 
our store was very new In town 
and we could hardly count any¬ 
one as a customer at that time. 
1 tried to be as open minded as 
possible and agree that anyone 
could take part In the survey, 
whether customers of ours or 
not. We gave people the choice 
of being against adult movies, 
for adult movies, orjust wanting 
the right to choose. The first two 
or three weeks of the survey, I 
received very mixed returns but 
generally, strongly In favor of 
the right to choose. 1 have to feel 
that most of these surveys were 
from those people who were be¬ 
coming our customers. During 
this time. I also received many 
letters from the public at large. 
Certainly, most of the letters 
were well written letters express¬ 
ing the writers honest feelings 
and opinions both for and 
against. These 1 certainly re¬ 
spect and appreciate. The ones 
slamming me personally, while 
not totally unexpected, were not 
so well appreciated. I was mostly 
surprised by the large number 


of letters expressing the opinion 
that they are tired of being dic¬ 
tated to by a small minority of 
'special Interest groups' trying 
to force their opinions and be¬ 
liefs on everyone else. Some even 
suggested that Video View Is the 
only one In town carrying these 
movies. I know this Is not true. 
While Video View does not hide 
them under the counter and 
only rent them to those who will 
not create too much of a fuss. we 
certainly are not the only ones 
carrying them. We may. how¬ 
ever, be the only ones who are 
handling them In a responsible 
and open manner. 

In approximately the third 
week of the survey, members of 
some groups took It upon them¬ 
selves to come Into our store 
and pick up a survey form and 
photocopy It a hundred times or 
so. pass It out at their meetings, 
and have all their members sign 
them. Many ofthese people were 
so wrapped up In the Idea of 
being totally against the adult 
movies that they never even 
bothered to check oil their opin¬ 
ion! Many of these survey forms 
came from Cremona. Olds. Car- 
stairs. Bowden and even Cal¬ 
gary. In my opinion, this made a 
farce of my attempt to get the 
opinions of the people of Dlds¬ 
bury. It made our survey at¬ 
tempt meaningless. 

The position we are now tak¬ 
ing on adult movies In our store 
In Dldsbury Is that the matter Is 
now closed. The movies will re¬ 
main In our adult room, behind 
closed doors. This appears to be 
the choice of approximately 80 
percent of our regular custom¬ 
ers. We will maintain our present 


policy that anyone over 18 years 
of age wishing to rent adult 
movies will be given that choice 
and will be required to sign our 
form acknowledging the content 
of what they are renting and 
that they are only for their per¬ 
sonal viewing In their own 
homes. 

Contrary to the opinion of 
some, these movies are not Ille¬ 
gal. If they were, we would not 
even consider carrying them. If 
the law changes then of course 
we would have to change with 
the law. The decision of Judge 
Shannon concerning adult mov¬ 
ies Is displayed on signs In our 
adult room. This decision basi¬ 
cally lays out what Is acceptable 
by law and what Is unaccept¬ 
able. While we make every at¬ 
tempt to make sure all our mov¬ 
ies fall within Judge Shannon's 
guidelines. It Is Impossible for 
us to screen all movies and guar¬ 
antee this. We therefore, by signs 
In the adult room, ask our cus¬ 
tomers to report any movie to us 
that they feel does not fall within 
these guidelines and these mov¬ 
ies will be removed immediately. 
In the past live years or so. I 
have had one movie turned In 
by a customer In all our 14 
stores. 

In short, we are taking the 
position that It Is not our right or 
responsibility to restrict any¬ 
one's right to choose. The law 
will attempt to lay out what Is 
right and what Is wrong. We will 
make every effort to abide by the 
law. If you do not agree with the 
laws, there are proper ways and 
means to get the laws changed. 
For those who do not want to 
view adult movies. It Is really 


quite simple - don't rent them! 
Don't watch them! We try to 
keep these movies as Incon¬ 
spicuous as possible so as not 
to offend or upset anyone who 
comes Into our stores. We do 
not push them, we do not pro¬ 
mote them. We only give adults 
the right to choose. 

I have hesitated writing a let¬ 
ter to the editor as I do not want 
to get Involved In a letter writing 
match with anyone In an at¬ 
tempt to defend or argue my 
position. I am aware that this 
letter may create another up¬ 
roar but I believe those people 
who took enough Interest tn the 
subject to write letters to me 
and to complete survey forms 
have a right to know the final 
decision. I'm not so sure It will 
be the last we will hear from 
some. I Just hope those against 
the offering of adult movies will 
respect the rights of those who 
wish to have the right to choose. 
It Is certainly not my Intention to 
offend or upset anyone. You are 
all Important to us as custom¬ 
ers. We appreciate your opin¬ 
ions and most of all. appreciate 
your business. You are already 
making Video View a very suc¬ 
cessful store In Dldsbury. We 
will continue to try to offer the 
best selectton of all categories of 
movies for your enjoyment - 
whether tt be suspense, com¬ 
edy. biblical, drama or adult. 
While we can never hope to 
please everyone, we will cer¬ 
tainly try to please the majority 
of movie watchers.

We need the Input of 
cattle producers to help shape 
policy for the cattle sector." 

"Producer participation Is the 
key to the ACC understanding 
the Issues facing cattle produc¬ 
ers," adds Arnold Hanson. ACC 
producer liaison committee 
chairman. We need Input from 
producers to deal with Impor¬ 


tant Issues like the nature of the 
ACC's non-refundableeheek-ofT 
and setting budget priorities." 

To ensure equal representa¬ 
tion from all parts of Alberta, the 
province Is divided Into nine 
zones. Ten delegates are elected 
from each zone. From the ranks 
of the delegate body, a board of 
directors Is elected. 

This year there are 45 posi¬ 
tions that need to be filled. Each 
zone delegate is elected for a two 
year term. Producers can only 
serve for three consecutive 
terms before they must step 
aside and allow other Interested 
cattle producers an opportunity 
to get Involved as a delegate. 

The deadline for nominations 
to be in the office Is August 27. 
1993. To be an eligible candi¬ 
date. a cattle producer must 
have marketed cattle In Alberta 


All candidates must submit a 
resume with the nomination 
form. The resumes will be pub¬ 
lished In the ACC annual report 
to familiarize producers with the 
candidates In their area. 

Elecllon meetings will be held 
October 25 to November 12 
throughout the province. The 
ACC will be publishing details of 
the election meetings to Inform 
producers of the time and places 
In Its fall annual publication 
and In weekly newspapers, 
during the past 18 months. Eli¬ 
gible producers can contact their 
local delegate or the ACC office 
In Calgary for nomination forms 
and Information.

1992. a process was 
started to find a new safety net 
program for beef producers. 
Representatives from produc¬ 
ers. federal government and 
provincial governments have 
narrowed the alternatives down 
to five proposals. 

These proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed at an open meeting at 


the Red Deer Capri Centre on 
June 23 at 3:00 pm. This Is an 
open meeting and a chance for 
you lo voice your opinion. A 
report of producer response to 
the proposals presented at this 
meeting will be presented to fed¬ 
eral and provincial agriculture 
ministers at their meeting in 
July. 

I have heard arguments from 
producers on both sides of the 
stabilization Issue. This Is your 
opportunity to express them In 
a way that will be heard. If you 
have a strong opinion then take 
the time to be at this meeting 
and be sure you voice It. 

There Is no charge for the 
meeting but a large turn out Is 
expected so be sure to get there 
early.

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Historic restoration nears completion

After Tailing into a state of 
disrepair, one of the first multi¬ 
ple story dwellings built and still 
standing in Olds is currently 
being gutted and restored. 

Located at 4902 - 51st Av¬ 
enue, the house Is nearly a cen¬ 
tury old. 

An entry in a compilation 
published In 1980 by the Olds 
History Committee reads: ’The 
large red brick house which was 
[the Duff home] still stands on 
the comer south of the new Al¬ 
berta Government Telephone 
building. The house was in serv¬ 
ice as a nursing home at one 
period, run by their daughter 
Slella." 

In 1894. Olds’ population 
numbered 100 residents. Home¬ 
steader’s sod shacks were rap¬ 
idly being replaced by wooden 
and brick structures as the ham¬ 
let continued to grow. Olds was 
Incorporated as a town on Janu - 
ary 1. 1905. the same year Al¬ 
berta became a province. 

John Duff, the original resi¬ 
dent and builder of the house 
now under restoration, was the 
first Innlsfail railway agent in 
1891. Duff moved to the Olds 
area in 1899 and took over as 
CPR station manager. In 1904 
he built what was considered 
one of Olds’ grandest homes of 
the period. Many of his descend¬ 
ants still reside in the Olds area. 
Mohammad Allzadeh and his 
wife Alolsa purchased the house 
several years ago. Allzadeh. a 
graduate of the Agricultural 
Engineering program at Olds 
College, is currently restoring 
the exterior and totally refur¬ 
bishing the interior. 

“We bought the house be¬ 
cause we were going to move 
into it ourselves.” Allzadeh said, 
“but it’s a huge house and also 
we were building a place out¬ 
side of town.” 

After buying the house 


Allzadeh and his wife rented out 
the rooms to tenants. They be¬ 
gan the restoration project in 
earnest in May of 1993. 

Allzadeh said a number of 
factors lead to the purchase and 
renovation project. 

“First of all the building is 
solid and It’s got the history 
behind It. About fifty years ago it 
was being used as a maternity 
hospital. Then they developed it 
as suites. It was operated as 
kind of a boarding house for the 
last forty years or so. It’s also a 
hobby for me. too. I’ve done other 
buildings similar to this, but it’s 
not what I do for a living.” said 
Allzadeh, who currently works 
as a Petroleum Instrument 
Technician. 

The initial outlay to purchase 
the property was over $50,000 
and Allzadeh estimates the res¬ 
toration outlay will cost another 
$75,000. He intends to estab¬ 
lish Ihe refurbished building as 
a senior-oriented complex. 

“It will be for seniors, semi- 
retired people. The entire back 
area is available for gardening if 
they want to do that, but they 
aren’t obligated to do so. It’s a 
downtown location, not far from 
the post office, stores and 
churches. There will be three 
suites. Every suite will have its 
own entrance and separate heat¬ 
ing control. It’s going to be really 
nice when It’s finished.” 

Allzadeh appreciates the pa¬ 
tience surrounding homeown¬ 
ers have shown during the con¬ 
struction phase. 

“The people In the 
neighborhood have put up with 
all the Inconvenience of extra 
traffic and dust from construc¬ 
tion from when It was first gut¬ 
ted out. through the sandblast¬ 
ing and the other work. My wife 
and I want to thank the 
neighbors for their patience.” 

The renovation project should 
be completed and ready for resi¬ 
dents by the end of July.

schedule

The Installation of commu¬ 
nity mailboxes In Olds Is pro¬ 
ceeding on to plan according to 
Canada Post spokesperson Kelly 
Wendlandt.. 

"We have received approxi¬ 
mately 2800 [address informa- 
tk>nl cards out ofa total of3400,” 
Wendlandt said. “We’re very 
pleased with the community's 
help and response in filling out 
the cards and returning them to 
us. We don’t want to do any¬ 
thing solid without all the Infor¬ 
mation. We’re asking that peo¬ 
ple get those cards in as quickly 


as they can. We want to be as 
accurate as possible.” 

Canada Post Delivery Plan¬ 
ner Terry Wood Is currently 
working in Olds, sorting through 
returned cards and draftingpro- 
spectlve site locations for the 
new mailboxes. 

Wendlandt said the proposed 
mailbox site locations should be 
ready for presentation and ac¬ 
ceptance at the next town coun¬ 
cil meeting. Wood's previous 
experience in other centres in 
Identifying suitable locations for 
the mailboxes should expedite 
the process, but town council's 
input is Imperative. 

“We’re working very closely 


with town council.” Wendlandt 
said. They have a five year plan. 
They know where fulure school 
sites or playgrounds will be. Af¬ 
ter the sites are given to the 
town they will make any neces¬ 
sary changes." 

Construction and installation 
of the mailboxes should begin 
sometime In the fall. Mail deliv¬ 
ery to the new sites should fol¬ 
low shortly after. 

“We seem to be on schedule.” 
Wendlandt said. “Barring an 
early snowfall or other things 
beyond our control. November 
Is a strong possibility.”

Club produces premiere kayakers

From a small club In rural 
Alberta comes some of the best 
kayakers In the country. 

The Sundre Paddlers Club Is 
quickly and. quietly becoming 
well known for producing a cali¬ 
bre of International competition 
kayakers more readily suited to 
large centre, well staffed and 
equipped training clubs. 

With a Junior lady sitting on 
both the Junior and senior na¬ 
tional Whitewater kayaking 
teams and three members off to 
the World Junior championships 
this mont h. Sundre's team made 
up ofboth recreational and com¬ 
petitive canoeing and kayaking. 
Is hitting It's stride. 

Kayaking coach Jim 
McAllister credits the natural 
geography of the Sundre area 
for the development of such fine 
athletes. 

“It’s essentially the Red Deer 
River." he said. "It's a place 


where kids can pick up all the 
skills they need for competition. 
It Is also a very active club. The 
whole town Is really supportive 
In promoting our efTorts." 

The Sundre Paddlers were 
created In 1972 shortly after the 
national whltewater champion¬ 
ships were held In Sundre. 
McAllister said Sund re's was one 
of the first clubs to get up and 
running In Alberta. Since then. 
McAllister said, the community 
has become more and more In¬ 
volved. 

It Is a small club, boasting 
between 25 to 40 members each 
year. The club consists of three 
facets. education, recreation and 
competition. Each has proven 
very popular In this town of 
about 1800 people. And with 4 
members competing on the In¬ 
ternational circuit, they have 
quite a bit to be proud of. This Is 
not the first year that the team 
has had national representa¬ 
tion either. 

"Last year. Saskla Van 


Mourlk. who Is on the national 
team, was part of the world Jun¬ 
ior ladles championship team 
last year that won the bronze 
medal.” McAllister said. That Is 
the first time ever were have 
won a medal." 

Considering whltewater 
kayaking Is taken so seriously 
as a sport In Europe. McAllister 
Is especially proud of his club 
members who have performed 
so well Internationally. 

"There Is an awful lot of tech¬ 
nique Involved, but once you’ve 
got that, then It Is Just a matter 
of overpowering.” he said. "Eu¬ 
ropeans take the sport much 
like we lake swimming. On an 
International level it is difficult 
for us here In a remote area with 
the number of people we have to 
reach that level." 

But reach it they have, and 
more proof should come later 
this month when three other 
club members. Michael 
McAllister, Jacqueline 
McAllister and Kevin Sledal. 


compete In Wisconsin July 31 
to August fi. More competition 
like this, out of a small town like 
Sundre can be compared to 


David and Goliath. It Is strength 
of character that counts, not 
size or money.

Milk Makes A Whole Lot Of 
Difference 

by Diallah Jina, 
Community Nutrition 
Assistant 

The first couple of years of 
your child's life are Important. 
During this time your baby will 
be growing and going through a 
lot of changes. Several ques¬ 
tions may arise about healthy 
food choices for your 1-2-year- 
old toddler. 

It Is In this stage that your 
child will be trying new foods 
and switching over from breast 
milk or infant formula to cows 
milk. Milk will still be an Impor¬ 
tant source of nutrients and 
calories for your child. There¬ 
fore It has been recommended 
that homogenized milk Is a bet¬ 
ter choice for your child com¬ 
pared to skim, 1 percent or 2 
percent up to the age of 2 -years. 

"Why Is homogenized milk a 
bettercholce for your child up to 
the age of 2 years?" Whole milk 
can help provide an adequate 
amount of fat and consequently 
adequate calories, with a high 
nutrient level. 


1. Homogenized milk pro¬ 
vides an Important nutrient for 
your child. FAT. As adults one 
concern about our diet Is that 
we would like to lower our fat 
Intake. Often we try to reduce 
fat by cutting back on desserts, 
drinking skim milk, choosing 
leaner cuts of meat and so on. 
But for your child, fat Is Impor¬ 
tant. and children tip to the age 
of 2-years should get about 40 
percent of their calories from 
fat. Fat Is needed because dur¬ 
ing this stage, your child Is still 
growing rapidly and their l»od- 
les are developing. The brain 
needs fat for development and 
the body needs It for insulation. 
Therefore during this stage, fat 
should not be limited. For ex¬ 
ample. If your toddler drinks 3 
cups of milk/day. the amount of 
fat she will receive from whole 
milk Is 24 g fat (8 tsp) vs 14 g fat 
(3.5 tsp) from 2 percent milk. 

2. Homogenized milk Is nu¬ 
trient dense food. Between the 
ages of 1-2-years, you will no¬ 
tice a gradual decrease In your 
child's food Intake. But your 
child Is still growing and milk Is 
an Important source of cak’lum, 
protein, and vitamins A and D. 


which are needed for growth 
and development. Also, whole 
cows' milk Is an appropriate 
choice because It contains more 
fat and will therefore give a full 
feeling more quickly than 2 per¬ 
cent. 1 percent or skim milk. 
This will result In your child 
drinking the right amount of 
milk to be satisfied and have the 
required nutrients. 

3. Homogenized milk pro¬ 
vides calories for your child. As

your toddlergrows. their Intakes 
will vary a great deal. It Is Impor¬ 
tant to provide an adequate 
amount of calories required for 
energy during this period. Whole 
milk can provide 1 /4 to 1 /3 of 
these calories. !f your child 
drinks 2 percent or skim milk It 
will provide a smaller portion of 
these calories. Therefore, for 
your child's small tummies, 
whole milk can quickly provide 
the needed calories. 


Once you have decided on 
what to feed your child and have 
tried to cope with their changes, 
sit back and enjoy these years 
as they are Important as well as 
exciting.

The researchers concluded that 
because sunscreen prevents 
sunburn, people spend longer 
in the sun than they would do 
otherwise. What's more, 
sunscreens may prevent the 
skin from using Its natural de¬ 
fences against ultraviolet radia¬ 
tion. Sunlight normally stimu¬ 
lates the production of Vitamin 
D In the skin, which. In lab 
tests, has been shown to pre¬ 


vent damaged cells from prolif¬ 
erating. Sunscreen Impedes ihe 
manufacture of Vitamin D. 
which, combined with other fac¬ 
tors, Increases cancer risk. 

The most up-to-date advice 
on sunbathing .seems to be 
"don't", especially If you are fair 
skinned or have a lot of moles. 
Still, a certain amount of sun Is 
needed to help the skin manu¬ 
facture Vitamin D. Moderation 
Is the key. Fifteen to twenty min¬ 
utes of exposure a day without 
sunscreen Is all you need.

1. Give your pet some experi¬ 


ence riding In a car before you 
take a long trip. Short trips with 
frequent stops can help It to 
overcome a tendency toward car 
sk kness. Consult a veterinarian 
to find out what to give your pet 
In cases of extreme car sick¬ 
ness. 

2. Most airlines will accept 
certain animals for transport 
such as dogs, cats, rabbits, 
birds, hamsters or ferrets, pro¬ 
vided you make the arrange¬ 
ments In advance. Air Canada 
allows small carry-on pets In¬ 
stead of carry-on baggage. 

While travelllngby plane your 
pet must be secured In a cage or 
kennel, and the animal must be 
no bigger than a small dog or a 
cat. The kennel must be large 


enough for your pet to stand 
comfortably Inside and must not 
exceed 23 centimetres In height. 
41 centimetres In width, and 51 
centimetres In length. Card¬ 
board or wooden boxes are not 
acceptable In place of a kennel. 

3. Make reservations for your 
pet. Determine If your pet Is 
permitted to stay In your room. 
Many hotels and motels accept 
pets and some provide kennels. 
Some of these places may charge 
a nominal fee. 

Provldeyour travel agent with 
all appropriate Information re¬ 
garding your pet. This way ar¬ 
rangements can be made for 
you to help make your trip the 
fun and exciting time you want 
It to be.

Bringing the buffalo herd back to Alberta 


The plains bison were 
virtually exterminated, but 
there was lots of room for 
the survivors 

The buffalo Is perfectly suited 
to the Interior regions of North 
America. Its efficient metabo¬ 
lism makes It able to nourish 
Itself from sparse grass and 
shrubs and Its great head serves 
as a shovel to forage beneath 
deep winter snows. There were 
once fifty million buffalo on the 
western plains, but In Canada 
the guns and horses of the na¬ 
tives and Metis and the loss of 
habitat rendered the plains buf¬ 
falo nearly extinct by the 1870s. 

The wood buffalo, closely re¬ 
lated to the plains buffalo, suf¬ 
fered a similar fate: It was wiped 
out In western Alberta by 1858. 
Bu t many wood bu ffalo survived 
In the boreal forests of the far 
north, where Wood Buffalo Na¬ 
tional Park was established In 
1922. The problem of the plains 
buffalo was more pressing and 
difficult. It could not retreat to 
distant. Inaccessible vistas. By 
1900 only a few herds remained. 
In private sanctuaries and In 
public preserves such as the 
Banff buffalo paddexk. As few 
as 800 plains buffalo were 
thought to exist in North 
America. 

Montana ranchers C.A. Allard 
and Michael Pablo had bought 
ten buffalo from an Indian In 
1886 and 26 more from Ne¬ 
braska In 1893. After Allard died 
In 1896. his widow and Pablo 
cared for the herd, which grew 
to more than 700 In the next ten 
years. In 1905. however. Pablo 
was faced with a problem. His 
grazing privileges on a private 
reserve were about to lapse, and 
he had no place to put the ani¬ 
mals. He went to Washington. 
D.C.. to try to sell the buffalo to 
the federal government .but even 
though President Teddy 
Roosevelt favored the purchase. 
Congress wouldn't appropriate 
the funds for It. There would be 
no deal. 

Pablo l<x)ked north to Canada 
to solicit help. Eventually 
Howard Douglas, superintend¬ 
ent of Rcx ky Mountains (now 
Banff) National Park, heard 
about his predicament. He went 
to speak wit h businessman Nor 
man Luxton. who later recalled 
the scene: "One day Howard 
Douglas blew Into my office and 
asked me If I wanted to buy a 
thousand head of buffalo. Fora 
second 1 thought he was having 
a Joke in his usual dry way. then 
I saw he meant every word." 
Luxton saw threefold potential 
In Douglas's plan: conservation 
of the buffalo, tourist dollars, 
and a possible ftxxl source for 
Indians. 

Douglas convinced the fed¬ 
eral government tobuy the Pablo 
herd and negotiated with Pablo 
on their behalf. Douglas offered 
$245 a head, but Pablo would 
have to bear the costs of capture 
and shipment. Between 1907 
and 1912 Pablo and 80 cow¬ 
boys drove the beasts across 
the prairie, corralled them, and 
loaded them onto rail cars. Ca¬ 
nadian observers noted the dif¬ 
ficulty of the operation: one ani¬ 


mal went through the side of a 
rail ear "as If It had not been 
there." whlleanother male broke 
its legs and provided a feast for 
local Indians. 

The animals' ultimate home, 
a 197-square-mlle preserve near 
Walnwrlght. had not yet been 
fenced when the first 350 buf¬ 
falo arrived from Montana. They 
were rerouted to the much 
smaller Elk Island Deer Park 
and Game Preserve, which had 
a 12-foot wire fence surround¬ 
ing It. In 1909 most of these 
buffalo were shipped to their 
original destination at the new 


Buffalo National Park, which 
was a popular tourist stop until 
1940. 

In that year, the government 
converted the Walnwrlght area 
to an army training ground and 
butchered 5.000 buffalo for 
meat and hides. I lowever. 48 of 
the original Pablo herd had 
eluded the Elk Island roundup 
of 1909. They became the basis 
for a contlni t lng herd In the sane - 
tuary, which was made a na¬ 
tional park In 1911.

Never cross I lie in and 
never lay them across your 
bowl before you've finished 
a meal. 

They arc chopsticks, the 
equivalent of the knife and 
fork for millions of Chinese. 
Japanese and Koreans.

“nimble fingers." We call 
them chopsticks from the 
word meaning "quick."

A few years ago. a 
Malaysian Chinese busi¬ 
nessman with the appropri¬ 
ate name of Chew, even 
look out a patent on new 
designs which included 
chopsticks with bulbous 
ends which made them look 
like chicken drumsticks, and 
chopsticks with serrated 
lips. There was even a pair 
with ends sha|K’d like drills 
to bore your way into the 
food. But they never got off 
the table and into a bowl of 
chop suey. 

It isn't easy, say tile Chinese, 
to improve on a design that 
has been found satisfactory 
for something .like 4,000 
years. They say that it's not 
the shape that matters, it's 


how you hold them. 

The secret lies in the grip. 
Briefly, you should hold 
chopsticks rather like a 
drummer holds drumsticks, 
but with the sticks in one 
hand instead of two. 

Hold the first stick firm¬ 
ly between the base of 
your thumb and the sec¬ 
ond linger (or next linger). 
I bis stick should be held 
quite rigid and never lie 
allowed to move. 

Place the second slick 
next to the first and hold 
Ibis lightly between Ihe 
second and third fingers. 
This stick is Ihe movable 
one. 

It's a good idea to prac¬ 
tice a pinccr-likc motion 
with the movable stick 
before tackling real food. 
Once you've gained some 
confidence, try picking up 
bits of brcatl in the privacy 
of your own kitchen before 
confronting Chinese food. 

When the test does come, 
bear in mind that it not only 
shows a lack of training to 
cross the lips of your chop¬ 
sticks it's also considered 
by the Chinese to be bad 
manners. 

It is also bad manners to 
place your chopsticks across 
your bowl before you've 
finished a meal. Between 
courses, chopsticks should 
be properly placed on the 
table with the lips resting on 
a little stand.

Some things take time, but 
when they start to move, they 
really get going.
